In  Alaska,  Forest  Service  interpreters  are  paid  by  private 
cruise  lines  to  provide  a  full  range  of  natural  resource 
information. 

In  Colorado,  the  Routt  National  forest  has  entered  into  a 
partnership  with  the  Steamboat  Springs  Chamber  Association 
to  reconstruct  a  wooden  bridge  at  Fish  (  reek  Falls. 

In  the  Eastern  United  States,  a  partnership  between  the 
Forest  Service,  the  National  Park  Service,  and  the  Appala- 
chian Trail  Conference  has  helped  make  the  Appalachian 
Trail  world-renowned.
